RECONSTITUTION.    1873. 


Resolutions    of  Council,   as    confirmed   at   the   Meeting   of 

July  1,  1873. 

I.— (21  Feh.) — Tliat  it  is  expedient  tliat  a  new  legal  Constitution  be  pro- 
vided for  the  College  in  place  of  that  now  afforded  by  the  "  Working  Men's 
College  Company." 

II. — That  the  form  of  Company  limited  by  guarantee  under  tlie  Companies' 
Acts  appears  at  present  to  be  the  most  advisable  for  carrying  out  the  above 
object. 

III. — That  the  object  of  the  Guarantee  Company  be  as  follows: — 

To  place    a   liberal   Education    within  the   reach   of  the    Working 
Classes — 

(1)  By  carrying  on  the  Institution  known  as  the  Working  Men's  College 

in  Great  Ormond  Street,  in  the  County  of  Middlesex,  and  such 
other  similar  Institutions  (if  any)  as  may  be  thought  advisable, 
under  such  conditions  as  to  fees  (if  any)  and  hours  as  shall  enable 
artizans  to  attend  the  Classes. 

(2)  By  doing  all  such  other  things  as  may  be  conducive  or  incidental  to 

the  attainment  of  such  object. 

IV. — (28  I^eh.) — That  the  proposed  Guarantee  Company  should  consist  of 
a  number  of  Trustees  not  exceeding  1 5. 

y. — (12  March) — That  in  accordance  with  the  resolutions  adopted  at  the 
meetings  of  the  21st  and  28th  of  February,  the  W.  M.  C.  Company  be  recom- 
mended and  requested  to  take  steps  for  handing  over  their  trust  to  a  Trustee 
company,  such  as  is  shewn  in  those  lesolutions,  to  be  called  *' The  Trustees  of 
the  Working  Men's  College,"  with  the  following  provisions  : — 

(1)  Each  Member  of  the  W.  M.  C.  Company  to  be  invited  to  become  a 

member  of  the  new  Company. 

(2)  The  first  members  of  the  new  Company  to  be — 

(a)  Membeis  of  existing  Company  consenting  to  become  members ; 

(b)  Such  other  pel  sons,  being  menjbers  of  the  Council,  as  shall 
be  requested  by  the  Council  to  be  members  and  shall  consent  to 
be  such. 

(.])  The  Memorandum   and  Articles  of  Association  to  be  so  framed  as  to 
provide  (among  other  things) — 

{(i)  Government  of  the  Coiltge  to  remain  vested  in  Council  and 
in  persons  who  from  time  to  time  shall  succeed  to  Council  under 
such  laws  and  regulations  as  it  may  make,  subject  only  to  provisions 
giving  Tiustees  a  Veto  as  heiein  specified,  and  to^the  other  provi- 
sions of  the  Mcm,oiandiim  and  Aiticlts,  and  to  the  juovisionsof  the 
Acts  01  Parliament  under  which  the  Company  is  foimed. 


(/>)  Trustees  to  have  Veto  on — 

(i.)   Scale  of  Fees  (if  any)  to  be  paid  by  Students,  to  tlio  ex- 
tent of  fixing  a  maximum  from  time  to  time  ; 
(ii.)  Limits  of  hours  of  teaching ; 
(iii.)  Appropriation  of  Capital  Funds. 

(c)  There  shall  be  a  "  Domus"  Fund,  the  income  of  which,  and 
not  the  Capital,  shall  be  spent  on  repairs. 

(d)  Vacancies  in  Company  to  be  filled  up  by  Company. 

(e)  Students  not  to  be  admitted  to  College  classes  under  1 7. 

VI. — That  Mr.  AVestlake  bo  requested  to  prepare  draft  Memorandum  and 
Articles  according  to  the  instructions  embodied  in  the  Resolutions  adopted  by 
the  Council. 

(Mr.  Westlake,  who  was  present,  on  beiug  so  requested,  imdertook  to 
2nepare  such  a  draft.) 

VII. — (2  April) — That  it  is  desirable  that  the  Council  should  in  future  bo 
composed  as  follows : — 

(1)  Teachers  of  the  College  classes,  bein^  graduates  of  some  University, 

or  holding  a  position  which  in  the  judgment  of  the  Council  gives 
an  equivalent  qualification.  These  Teachers,  if  unpaid,  to  become 
members  of  the  Council  so  soon  as  they  begin  to  teach,  if  paid, 
when  elected  by  the  Council,  and  to  remain  members  for  one  year 
after  they  have  ceased  teaching. 

(2)  Twelve  Students,  to  be  elected  by  the  Council  from  amongst  the 

Student  Teachers  of  the  College,  the  Associates,  or  the  certificated 
or  other  Students.  These  Students  to  be  elected  for  three  years 
and  to  retire  by  rotation,  four  each  year. 

(3)  The  present  Council  after  revision  ;  but  when  the  members  of  the 

Council  who  are  neither  Teachers  according  to  clause  1,  as  above, 
nor  Students  according  to  clause  2  shall  be  less  than  twelve  in  num- 
ber, the  Council  shall  elect  whom  it  pleases  to  make  up  that 
number.  The  object  of  this  is  to  obtain  the  help  of  past  Teachers, 
past  or  present  Students,  or  others  whose  assistance  may  seem  desi- 
rable.    A  third  of  these  members  to  retire  by  rotation  annually. 

A'lll. — The  Executive  Conmiittee  were  directed  to  draft  such  rules  as  they 
yhould  consider  necessary  for  carrying  out  these  resolutions.
